Again in 1916 Mr. J. G. Turriff, 
member for Assinfboia, moved a 
resolution that, 


“In order to secufe to the farmers 
and people of Canada the advan- 
tages of the American market for 
wheat, wheat products and potatoes.

This motion was lost. 

Reversing the position they had 
repeatedly taken in parliament, the 
Borden government passed an 
Order-in-Council placing wheat, 
wheat flour and semolina on the 
free list. 

The Liberals, who for years had 
been advocating free wheat, free 
wheat products and free agricul- 
tural,implements, ete., took tle 
first opportunity of congratulat-
